FDR Says Only 


Few HereFavor 
Dictatorship 


HYDE PARK, N. Y., July 5 (UP) 
— President Roosevelt said today. 
that a sizeable segment of Amer- 
icans is so impressed by the tem- 
porary efficiency of the corporate 
state that they are willing to com- 
promise with dictatorships. 

This segment of the population, 
Mr. Roosevelt said, is not large in 
relation to the entire population 
of the United States, but it does 
number a good many people. 

Any philosophical compromise 
with the operations of corporate 
government, Mr. Roosevelt said, 
would entail sacrifice of govern- 
mental ideals essential to the demo- 
cratic form of government. These 
ideals, intrinsic in democracy cf 
the United States, he said, must 
be a basis of any just, enduring 
and practical peace that might be 
established to terminate the wars 
raging elsewhere in the world.

Tell of Rumanian Pogroms on People

KISHINEV, Bessarabia, July 5.—Train loads of people 
fleeing from Rumania into Bessarabia are arriving here 
daily and each one brings new accounts of slaughter and 
horror at the hands of Rumanian soldiers and police. 

As soon as the trains arrive inside the frontier of the 
territory liberated early this week by the Red Army they 
are met by local committees and Soviet authorities and 
the people are given food and sleeping quarters. Medical 
assistance which is also often needed is at hand. 

The refugees look exhausted and emaciated. Rumanian 


officers have subjected thousands of Bessarabians—Rus- 
sians, Ukrainians, Moldavians and Jews—who left various 
districts of Rumania to go to Bessarabia to violence and 


torture and hunger. 


Gregori Borsakovsky, a building worker from Iasi, 
told how on June 28 Bessarabians living at Iasi decided to 
leave immediately for Bessarabia. However, Rumanian 
authorities made departure practically impossible and

Aircraft Carrier Loaded 
With Planes U. S, 
Sold to France 


WASHINGTON, July 5, (UP).— 
The Caribbean has become a poten- 
tial theatre of conflict between 
British and French naval units, it 
was. revealed tonight after reliable 
sources here said, the Frénch air- 
craft carrier Bearn may be the 
object of a reported British block- 
ade of Martinique island. 

The French island is 300 milés 
off the Venezuelan coast and well 
within the neutrality belt pro- 
claimed by the 21 American repub- 
lics. 

The United Press was told that 
the 22,146-ton Bearn — the French 
navy’s Only bona fide aircraft car- 
rier—was there and that it was 
loaded with more than 100 Amer- 
ican-made planes. 

Presence of the vessel in Marti- 
nique could not be confirmed def- 
initely. A French diplomatic urce 
said, however, that it was entirely 
probable a French plane carrier was 
there, but that. he did not have 
positive information. 

Earlier, French sources here said 


‘| Martinique had been blockaded by 


British warships as part of British 
efforts to keep the French navy 
from falling into German hands. 

These sources said an engage- 
ment similar to that at Oran, in 
the Mediterranean, might be immi- 
nent unless the British and French 
Naval commanders came to terms.

“These documents,” writes the 
organ of the Soviet Government, 
“once more prove how justified was 
the Soviet Union when it based its 
foreign policy on efforts to strength- 
en its defense in the North and 
South, strengthen its positions on 
the frontiers with Finland, the Bal- 
tic states, Rumania, Turkey, etc, 

“The British and French press 
mever ceased and are not ceasing 
now to circulate false rumors to the 
effect that the measures of the 
USSR in Finland, the Baltic and 
on the western frontiers, constitute 
a ‘menace to Germany.’ The pur- 
pose of the provocateurs is clear: 
firstly, they futilely attempt to 
prejudice German-Soviet relations 
clearly and solidly defined by the 
treaties existing between Germany 
and the USSR; secondly, this slan- 
der is to serve as a smokescreen for 
anti.Soviet machinations by the au- 
thors of these rumors themselves. 


THWARTED ON TIME 


“The documents in the Sixth 
White Book show with full clarity 
how wise and timely were the de- 
fense measures of the USSR aimed 
to thwart the anti-Soviet plans of 
the Anglo-French imperialists. As 
far back as the Sixth Session of 
the Supreme Soviet of the USSR, 
Molotov said: 

“‘Inasmuch as the Soviet Union 
has not desired to become the 
tool of the Anglo-French impe- 
rialists in their struggle for world 
hegemony against Germany, we 
had to encounter at every step 
their profoundly hostile policy 
towards our country.’ 

“Documents published today show 
with utmost clarity to what unre- 
stricted lengths the Anglo.French 
imperialists went in this profound 
hostility and what. anti-Soviet plans 
they cherished in the quietude of 
their diplomatic offices and Gen- 
eral Staffs.

The notorious General 
Gamelin who so ingloriously com- 
pleted his career, elaborating plans 
to. support White Finland against 
the USSR, does not fail to men- 
‘moral’ advantages of 
such support. The documents show 
what kind of ‘Morals’ were these 
imperialist morals. With shocking 
cynicism the authors of the docu- 

ments calculate the advantages 
(now by no means of a moral nat- 
ure) they would gain from drawing 
into the war one or another nation 
or country. 

“The organizers of war began 
their experiments with wag

Jewish newspaper, “France at 
Work”’ appearing on the streets for 
the first time, advocated today the 
isolation of Jews on islands such as 
Britain, Australia and Madagascar. 

“Let’s reform this race by isolat- 
ing it and-furnishing it a-means_ to 
work and live in the fashion of 
other people,” the newspaper recom- 
mended. “It’s necessary that this 
people should be alone. There's no 
place in the new orld for parasites 
and destroyers.” 

“France can't become a ‘great 
ghetto’ without moral risks to 
France and her neighbors ... the 
Frenchman never will be a soldier 
for Jewish Great Britain. Neither 
does the Frenchman want to re- 
main his slave. 

“The new Europe must try to set- 
tle the wandering Jew. But it must 
not, though, make a ghetto of Pal- 
lestine for filthy Jews. We must 
give this people who are the most 
racial of all, territory for a final 
experiment.”

LABOR BAITER 


Maj. Phillips has a reactionary 
labor-hating record as both a 
Congressman and a wealthy in- 
dividual that will match either of 
the Hoovers—Herbert or J. Edgar. 
While serving in Congress from 
1934 to 1938, Phillips achieved a 
unsavory reputation as one of 


the most savage foes against WPA 
and all forms of relief. 


He repeatedly charged on the 
floor of the House that all forms 


of relief to the hungry unem- 
ployed were “demoralizing” and 
should be cut out altogether. He 
fought labor legislation tooth and 
nail and at times became s50 
vicious that Connecticut organized 
labor, both CIO and AFL, turned 
their wrath on him and demanded 
that the people of the state never 
elect him to office again. 

During the bitter struggle of 
the CIO in a collective bargaining 
poll with Stamford’s principal 
plant, the big Yale and Towne 
Lock Co., in 1937, Phillips, on the 
eve of the critical election, charged 
in Congress that both the CIO 
and the National Labor Relations 
Board were “red.” His blast 
| tipped’ the scale in favor of the 


company, which won the election | 


by a mere handful of votes. Ever 
since the loss of the election, the 


_ CIO has been weak in the city.

Phillips, while in Congress

sive. Phillips was far ahead of the 
present crop of Washington tories 
who are assaulting the Labor Act, 
the NLRB, the Wage-Hour Act 
and other vital measures. As far 
back as Nov. 18, 1937, Phillips pro- 
posed to massacre the National 
Labor Relations Act in virtually 
the same manner it is being ac- 
complished today by the Smith 
Committee and other pro-war 
legislators. 

Back on March 29, 1938 (before 
the war broke out) Phillips indig- 
nantly demanded that Congress 
appropriate $3,000,000 for East 
Coast defense works, which he 
Said was needed because, “our de- 
fense against attack along Long 
Island Sound and in New York 
Harbor is practically nil at the 
present time.”.

U.S. Now Has 20 Billion 
In Its Gold Hoard 


WASHINGTON, July 5 (UP).— 
The United States now has more 
than $20,000,000,000 of gold, ap- 
proximately 80 per cent of the es- 
timated world supply of monetary 
gold. 

The Treasury revealed today that 
the government’s gold holdings 
were $20,014,825,642 on July 2. More 
than $1,150,000,000 was received 
during June, principally from 
Prance, Britain and European neu- 
trals.

The Com- 
munist Party has repeatedly stated 
that the bulk of these repudiations 
were manufactured by intimidation 
of signers as a result of the black- 
list established by the press and 
the hysteria developed by the action 
of the District Attorney in calling 
sO many witnesses. 

Most of these repudiations con- 
sisted of statements that the signers 
thought “they were signing anti- 
war petitions” etc. Meanwhile the 
Communist Party is taking every 
step necessary to defend the in- 
dicted workers. Attempts will be 
made to get the bail reduced as ex- 
cessive. 


SPEED DEFENSE DRIVE 

At the same time, the party is 
intensifying its efforts to raise a 
sufficiently large bail fund. In a 
statement made this afternoon after 
the indictments were handed down. 
Pat Cush, veteran labor leader and 
head of the Committee for Defense 
of Civil Rights for Communists of 
Pittsburgh, declared:

In each instance, the —_* triumphed 
over their reactionary persecutors. They 
fought back and won in the battle for democ- 
racy. In 1940, too, merging themselves in 
a unity that will offset the “national unity” 
of the Republican - Democratic Wall Street 
interests, the people can win in their great 
effort for security, peace and civil rights. 


The Fifth Birthday 
Of the Labor Act 


¢ Five years ago yesterday, the National 
Labor Relations Act became the law of the 
land. It was signed by. President Roosevelt 
on July 5, 1985. 

Five years after that event, the act is 
in grave danger of being done to death. Re- 
publicans and Democrats have joined in the 
attempt to strangle it—and the Roosevelt 
administration has not raised a hand to stay 
the slaughter. 

There has been an impression created 
in the press and by certain fawning labor 
leaders that this law was handed out on a 
silver platter to the workers, whether they 
wanted it or not. Nothing could be farther 
from the truth. No idea could be more de- 
ceptive in the present battle for the reten- 
tion of this weapon of labo1’s rights. 

The National Labor Relations Act—pop- 
ularly known as the Wagner Act—came into 
existence out of the struggles and demands 
of the workers. Let it be remembered that 
it was preceded by the great strikes of 1934 
—in San Francisco, Toledo, Minneapolis and 
other centers. 

Just as the unemployed demonstrations 
of 1930 assured unemployment compensa- 
tion—as inadequate as it has so far proved 
to be—so did the workers’ movements of 
1934 make certain that the Wagner Act 
would be put into law. 

Today we can draw upon that remem- 
brance in the present battle for the life of 
this measure. The monopoly press is howling 
at the top of its lungs that the Senate shall 
pass the Smith amendments, which make 
certain that the act will be smothered to 
death. 

The unions will have to key themselves 
into a like pitch in reply. They can flood 
Congress with communications, resolutions, 
telegrams insisting the act be retained with- 
out amendment. 

Particularly is it incumbent upon AFL 
unions to take such a step. There is not an 
organization affiliated with the American 
Federation of Labor which has not benefited 
by this act. They will be playing traitor to 
themselves if they do not exert every bit of 
energy and influence that they have to pre- 
vent the measure from being killed. 

Let it not be said that in current Amer- 
ican history, the statutory protection of la- 
bor’s rights was permitted to exist for only 
a brief five years. _ 


Why No Answer 
To the Refugees’ Plea? 


¢ Why does the Government at Washing- 


ton continue to ignore the tragedy which is __ 


falling down upon the anti-fascist refugees 
caught in France? 

The Mexican Government has offered to 
provide the land, if the United States will 
provide the ships to get them over here. 

But the Roosevelt Government looks the 
other way. It is not interested. Roosevelt 
is interested apparently only in noble phrases 
about the victims of aggression; it is not in- 
terested in helping the real victims. 

Men and women fled Hitler; they fled 
Franco. Now they face new persecutions 
and tortures. While wealthy “refugees” 
come in on the Atlantic Clipper in silks and 
diamonds, the heroes of anti-fascism are left 
callously to their fate in France because 
Roosevelt does not provide them with ships 
to' get to Mexico. 

Here is something which cries out for 

popular protest to Washington, Let us raise 
our voices for the Spanish refugees who seek 
our helping hand to get to Mexico. 
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Above are the combined fleets of Britain and France lying at anchor in the 
harbor of Alexandria, Egypt, made only two weeks ago when France and 


England were allies. Friday ships like these were locked in a battle to the death with each other as Brit-_ 
ain’s sea might attacked the French in an effort to prevent the French ships from falling into the hands 
an

Question: Why does the Roose- 
vélté Administration and the big 
capitalists of this country give sup- 
port to America’s imperialist. rival, 
Great Britain? 


Answer: It is a fact that the 
present Administration, backed by 
the most powerful groups of bank- 
ers and industrialists, is supporting 
Great Britain against Germany 
“with all measures short of war,” 
and it obviously wants actually to 
get into the hostilities, in spite of 


the peace will of the overwhelming bi 


masses of the American people. It 
is also trus that many important 
capitalist forces, characteristic 
spokesmen for whom are the semi- 
fascists Ford, Fish and Lindbergh, 
are opposed to thus aiding Great 
Britain. They would appease Hit- 
ler and turn still more sharply the 
aggressive attention of American 
imperialism to what they consider 
more fruitful fields, notably Latin 
America. 

There are numerous reasons why 
Wall Street and its government are 
backing Great Britain in this war, 
notwithstanding the long, intense, 
and deep-seated rivalry between 
British and American imperialism 
in all corners of the earth. These 
reasons have nothing in common 
with the usually alleged desires to 
defend world democracy and to 
preserve Anglo-American culture; 
they are based simply on sordid, 
cold-blooded capitalist interests. 

First among the reasons for 
American support of England is 
the fear among American capitai- 
ists that a decisive victory by Ger- 
many would confront them with an 


imperialist rival more powerful 
than decadent Britain. German 
imperialism, dominating Europe 


‘and in alliance with Japan and 


Italy, would be a menacing danger 
to the imperial interests of Amer- 
ican capitalists in Europe, in the 
Far East, in Latin America, and 
everywhere else. Therefore, Amer- 
ican capitalists are eager to he!p 
and stimulate Great Britain to de- 
feat, or at least to weaken, this 
new imperialist monster; :.even as 
‘England urged Poland, Norway, 
Holland, Belgium and France to 
resist Nazi Germany. American 
capitalists are afraid also, as re- 
cently indicated by Cromwell, the

The second basic reason for 
American support to Great Britain 
is the fear on the part of American 
capitalists that if the British Em- 
pire is overthrown it may provoke 
revolutionary convulsions that will 
shake the capitalist system. Eng- 
land, long the central point of a 
whole network of pi : acl 


Dutch, Belgium, Portuguese—is a 
very cornerstone of world capital- 
ism, and its sudden destruction 
might have disastrous consequences 
to capitalism generally. Such an 
upset wealthy and reactionary 
American capitalism wants very 
much to avoid. 

The third major cause for Amer- 
ican war help to Great Britain is 
the capitalist belief that this is the 
best way for American imperialism 
to protect its huge investments in 
the various countries making up 
the British Empire. Together with 
this is the calculation that inas- 
much as the British Empire is ob- 
viously being seriously weakened, if 
not actually destroyed, in the pres- 
ent war with Germany, the best 
way for the United States to set 
up an economic and political 
hegemony over the breaking down 
empire, or to grab what it can of 
the pieces, is on the basis of a 
policy of cooperation with the Brit- 
ish government in this war. 


Question.—-What would happen 
to the industries of Great Britain 
in case of a Hitler victory over 
that country? 


Answer.—A German defeat of 
England would be not only military 
and political, but above all an eco- 
nomic catastrophe of major pro- 
portions for England. Hitler, after 
siezing what he needed of British 
industry for German war economy, 
would cripple the rest in various 
Ways so as to destroy its competi- 
tive power against German indus- 
try in the narrowing markets of the 
world. Much of British industry 
would thus-fall into ruin, causing 
unparalleled unemployment and 
mass pauperization. A like threat 
hangs over the industries and work- 
ers Of vanquished France, Holland, 
Belgium and Czecho-Slovakia. By 
the same token, a victorious Eng- 
land would adopt measures to cur- 
tail German industry, 

By such means the victors would 
try to solve the problem of the pro- 
found gulf between the great pro- 
ducing power of the industries and 
the restricted capacity of the capi- 
talist world market to absorb their 
products. Ever since the earliest 
stages of capitelism humanity has 
been plagued with this inherent 
and fatal weakness of the capitalist 
system, which is the basic cause of 
the recurrent economic crises. To 
counteract it England, the pioneer 
capitalist land, struggled to prevent 
Germany and the United States 
from being industrialized. Also all 
the capitalist empires have con- 


Stantly fought to keep their colo- 


nies from developing competitive 
industry. They have sought like- 


wise to cripple and limit each. 


other’s industries by trade conflicis 
and military wars. Thus they tried 
to meet the problem of “overpro- 
duction,” although hundreds of mil- 
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English beach after being downed by 


The deepening of the world capi- 
talist crisis during the past two de- 
cades has enormously increased the 
problem of overproduction, due to 


the simultameous rapid expansion | 


of producing power and the lagging 
behind of mass purchasing power. 
In consequence the various capital- 
ist states, the United States in- 
cluded, have taken drastic measures 


in vain efforts to balance produc- 


tion and consumption. Among such 
measures are government subsidies 
to industries and agriculture, sys- 
tematic reduction of industrial and 
agricultural production, wholesale 
destruction of commodities and va- 
rious other reactionary devices. The 
gulf between the producing\ power 
of industry and agriculture and the 
purchasing power of the world 
markets constantly widens and be- 
comes more unbridgeable. 

To a victorious Hitler, facing a 
devastated Europe and demoralized 
world markets, this problems would 
become a desperately serious ques- 
tion. Without doubt the basic way 
he (or a victorious Britain) would 
try to solve it would be through ap- 
plying’ to the limit the reactionary 
policy" of cutting down production 
by ruining the industries in the 
vanquished countries, and by letting 
millions sink into near starvation. 
Fascism would only succeed in in- 
tensifying the problem of markets 
by still. further lowering the pur- 
chasing power of the masses. 

The workers and other toilers, 
under capitalism, can alleviate the 
problem of overproduction by rais- 
ing their purchasing power through 
higher wages, shorter hours, lower 
taxes and prices, the establishment 
of government housing programs, 
the building up of a liberal system 
of social insurance, etc. But the 
problem can only be solved basic- 
ally by Socialism. Solely when 
the industries and the land are so- 
cially owned and operated, and 


when the robbery of the toilers is 


abolished, can the increasing pur- 
chasing power of the masses keep 
pace with their expanding produc- 
ing power. The fetters will then 
be stricken from industry. There 
will be no more industrial crises or 
unemployment, and humanity will 
enter upon a new era of developing 
freedom, prosperity and culture.

They were 
served an excellent repast by the company, accom- 
panied by a “lecture” on the superior qualities of 
aluminum ware for kitchen use. The next week the 
company’s salesman came around to make up for the 
meal—and much more—by the wholesale sale of 

Aluminum is thus becoming king of the kitchen, 


But this refined product of bauxite is also major ma- 


terial for war. Under our present monopoly-capital 
set-up, the flood of blood in imperialist conflicts leads 


to a flood of gold for the Aluminum Trust. 

In Woodrow Wilson’s adventure the price of this 
product shot up from 19 cents in 1914 to 60 cents 
and more in 1916, 


TALKING “HOLIDAY” 
Now, in 1940, the Aluminum Co. of America is In 


for another great killing. Even at the present moment, 
the company declares, 40 per cent of its production is 


for “national defense.” 

It can make this killing, because it owns all the 
essential source of bauxite in the United States. The 
Aluminum Co, is outstanding as the 99 44-100 per 
cent monopoly in American manufacturing industry. 

What is equally striking: Such a stranglehold ar- 
rangement is 99 44-100 per cent in the hands of the 
Mellon family. It is one of the chief sources of 
Mellion’s mounting millions. 

Among the aluminum workers this prosperity of the 
industry is not reflected. Their wages cannot keep 


up with the boosted cost of living. For three years, 


they have had no increase. 
Over in New Kensington, Pa., the makers of this 


much-desired product were talking about a “holiday” 
today. They are asking 10 cents more per hour—for 


the workers in the Pennsylvania city; in Edgewater, 


N. J.; Detroit; Badin, N. C., and Alcoa, Tenn. The 
“holiday,” it was thought, might put a healthy pressure 


on the company to let up on its sabotage of this 


demand. 


“Aloca”—as the corporation affectionately dubs 
itself—has turned a stone-deaf ear to the workers’ pro- 
posals. A 10 cents an hour increase would put Mellon 
on the breadline, it avers in effect. Meantime, its 
friends and agents set up a howl that any stoppage 
by the workers in its 15 plants would halt all aluminum 
for “national defense. , 


MELLON MONOPOLY 


If there ever was irony, it is here. The corporation, 
in this propaganda for privilege, is placing upon the 
workers the stigma of its own sin. 

The Mellon Family has » gun at the head of the 
consumer who wishes al it be for 
domestic or other purposes. No one can get the 
product anywhere else—and so he who wants it must 
go to Melion and obtain it on Mellon’s terms. - 

In maintaining this monopoly, against the interests 
of the people, the Mellons have gcne far beyond the 
United States. This very Wall Street outfit—which 
speeds on the propaganda for punishing workers’ or- 
ganizations which think internationally—has acquired 
valuable bauxite reserves in Dutch Guiana, British 
Guiana, France and Yugoslavia. 

It has erected plants in Norway, Switzerland, Eng- 
land, Germany and India. It is “protected” by a high 
tariff, and clinches its monopoly by an alliance with 
the German chemical trust. 

For the United States conciliators to be puttering 
and spluttering around on a case of this kind has 
an element of the ridiculous in it.

Since Tunney has always nursed his dimes with passion and skill, 
it makes one wonder what organization behind him is putting up the 
hard cash. One must also inquire what he is getting out of it for Num- 
ber One, since, as I have said, Tunney never before displayed a flicker 
of interest jn any man, youth or child who wasn’t strictly Tunney. He 
cannot help appearing a shady figure in this business of youth politics. 


Westbrook Pegler is not a liquor producer, but consumer. After 
vriting for many years, Pegler has successfully convinced the world that 
he hates everything in the kingdoms mineral, vegetable and animal, in- 
cluding man. 

His-is the wholesale contempt for humanity, plus a seprvility to the 
rich that is the hasis of the fascist temperament. 

There is a touch of pathology in this man’s bitterness against peo- 
ple and things. It would remind one_a little of Dean Swift, except that 
that great Irishman's hatred was turned against all that degraded 
humanity, whereas the smaller man is invariably or the side of degrada- 
tion. Pegler has a sewer mind like that of the French writer, Céline, 
whose own Journey to the End of Night began with a vast contempt for 
human. beings and finished in the camp of fascism. 

_ But Pegler is a stale subject for most of us, and I would not have 
brought him here except to note that he has begun the same wrecking 
job against the Newspaper Guild that Tunney js specializing on in the 
Youth Congress. 

Like Tunney and the youth, Pegler has never lifted a finger to help 
his fellow newspapermen. He sneered at the Guild when it was formed; 
he sneered and sabotaged in his column during everyone of its hard-won 
sitikes. He sneered at. Heywood Broun, the Guild’s first president, and 
called him “Bleeding Heart.” If anything, Pegler has been openly on 
the side of the newspaper publishers against the men. 

But now he is out “to save the Guild from itself,” he says. At last 
kis own heart has begun to bleed for the downtrodden reporters and 
rewrite’ men; they are menaced by “Communism,” a fate worse than 
death, unemployment, or long, unlimited hours and job insecurity.

Nothing Really Incongruous in 
Mine Union Taking Over Ball Club 

LOS ANGELES.—To those of us who take our base- 
ball seriously (‘a little too much so,” do I hear you say?)’ 
the St. Louis “Sporting News” is an invaluable sheet. If 
you are not acquainted with it, then let me say that it is a weekly 
paper devoted solely to baseball and has a slant halfway between the 
fan and the professional ball player. And as such is more than 
satisfactory to both. It’s as close to being the bible of the profession 
as “Variety” is to the entertainment world, and “Women's Wear” is 
to the garment industry. It not only gives the week in review but 
prints box-scores of all games played in leagues from the Texas and 
the Southern Association up. And it prints the standings and chit- 
chat of the rest of the loops—as far down the social scale as the 
Cape Bretton Colliery League. 

Comes Friday when my copy reaches me, I am at it and won't 
put it down until I have digested the last statistic or read such 
weighty and significant items “Umpire Bob Gauggel’s leg injury forced 

him to retire for the season on doctor’s orders.” This from news on 

the Pony League, a very minor league in western New York. That's 
‘the kind of a guy I am, a real dope. I admit it. But every now and 
again 1 come across something that hands me a real wallop. A story 
like this for example, headed “MINE UNION TAKES OVER AP- 
- PALACHIAN CLUB.” 

“PENNINGSTON GAP, Va.—The old axiom about there 
being nothing new under the sun has been disproved here. For 
there is something new and it concerns the operation of the 
Pennington Gap club in the Appalachian League, which last 
week was taken over by—of all things—the local union of the 
United Mine Workers. — 

“Pennington Gap is the hub of the extensive St. Charles 
Coal Field, and the tocal club bears the nickname of the ‘Miners.’ 

“The change came as something of a surprise to other league 
officials, as the Miners were beginning to play a fine brand 
Now I haven't as yet had an opportunity of checking with the 

local (I have since written for more facts) but I know a little about 
Mhinor league financing. And I have a pretty fair idea of what the 
score is—or was before the CIO stepped in. Minor league ball clubs— 
especially in the lower brackets—the Cs and Ds—rarely can finance 
themselves from gate receipts. They must, to get out, sell players. 
“That's why the farm system became so necessary. It is quite obvious 
that Pennington Gap has no hook-up with a major league club, either 
in the way of a wotking agreement or as outright chattel bondage. 

The club was as of a week ago Sunday in the. second division. 
The chances are that it couldn’t get going. And more than likely it 
Wasn't playing to many cash customers. And I'll bet my fishing hat 
—the only one I own—against the string to one of Anna Held’s 
corsets—that the players weren't getting their salaries—on time—if 
at all. This has happened in better leagues than the Appalachian. 

' It wasn’t so long ago that this was true of the Seattle Club in the 
PCL, before, however, the advent of Emil Sick. 

So the CIO’s United Mine Workers came to the rescue. 
While this was a swell thing for the Union to do, I have a feeling 
that it wasn’t done in a spirit of sheer philanthropy. It was 
because the UMW recognized that baseball is the only real 
workers’ sport in this country. That if Pennington Gap folded 
—the entire league would collapse and with it would go the 
major recreational activity of the workers in the St. Charles 
Coal Field. 

The Union recognized that baseball belongs to the fans, some- 
thing which is frequently overlooked by clubowners. And so rather 
than risk the possible collapse of an entire loop, the CIO unionists 
stepped in and took over. How long they will hold the fort, I don’t 
know. But not only will the boys on the Pennington Miners get paid 
on time, and thereby the players in the other 7 clubs, but with the 
local being in on the management, I'll bet you that attendance picks 
up, that the players get out and hustle and that the club moves up 
in the race. 

A couple of years ago I wrote a column about baseball 
being the workers’ sport. That wherever you found a factory, 
mill or mine, you'd find some sort of a ball team, be it in Or- 
ganized Baseball or not. I pointed out that if you listened to 
the chatter of the fans as they sit in the stands you’d recognize 
them for what they were, workers—all. That baseball doesn’t 


Be, draw the middle and moneyed classes. They go for golf, tennis 


and the more expensive sports. Football tickets are usually out 
of reach. But the workers spend what loose change they can 
afford at the bail parks. Your ball fans are Gus in the base- 
ment of a department store, and Pete at a bench, Louie in the 
mill and Bill in the mines. 

Incidentally most minor league ball players have to work during 
the off season—at some trade. A lot of them carry union books. 
Guys like Lefty O’Doul, who has a demit card from the AFL Butchers, 
and Joe Orengo of the Cards, and Rip Collins of the Angels who is 
a UMWer himself, the Senators’ Dutch Leonard is another ex-miner 
and so is Red Ruffing. And so, for that matter, is Bucky Harris. I 
can cite scores of others, but space is too limited. 

So while it may have struck the St. Louis “Sporting News” 
as being odd that a CIO union shouwd lend a hand, really it isn’t 
quite so strange at that. And I hope it will become more fre- 
quent in time to come. Much more.
